6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for town expenses, Memorial Day, Sewers, Street Lighting, 
Town Libraries, Cemeteries, Hydrant Service and the retirement 
of Water Bonds, and any other money for town purposes. 


7. To see if the town will vote to install a street light or 
lights on the Bedard road at North Sraford, also one at the 
lower railroad crossing in the village.

TOWN REPORT 


The above is for the year ending June 30, 1929. Voters 
may be interested in a few items regarding the present school 
year. ; 

Our schools are moving along very smoothly this year. 
The plan of transportating high school pupils from the Hollow 
and all pupils from the Center, seems to be working out very 
satisfactorilly. In a heated motor bus pupils are able to 
ride several miles with less hardship than is usually met in 
walking to school in a rural neighborhood. Educational ad- 
vantages can be offered in a consolidated school which are 
impractical in small schools. 

The commercial course introduced into our high school last 
year seems to be very popular and the work being done is 
very profitable to our students. The pupils who are taking 
this course have done quite a bit of typewriting for me on re- 
ports and I have found them very efficient. 

We are sure that both pupils and parents appreciate the 
effort that is being made to give our pupils some instruction in 
Music. This work both brings enjoyment to the pupils during 
the school day and gives him a training which will be of great 
satisfaction to him and to the community later in life. 

In order to continue and to enlarge our school orchestra, 
more pupils must learn to play on instruments. The problem 
of securing instruction in instrumental music is a serious one 
in Stratford. In several of the neighboring towns a profes- 
sional instructor in instrumental music is coming to the school 
building once each week and giving group lessons to pupils who 
wish to take them. The cost of these lessons is fifty cents per 
pupil instead of the regular price to two dollars. If we could 
get a group of pupils next year, who wish to take such lessons 
the school committee would secure a piano and make arrange- 
ments for an instructor to come to Stratford once a week. The 
pupils would have to furnish their own instruments and pay 
the 50c per hour for instruction. Pupils or parents who are 
interested in such an arrangement, should communicate with 
the school board early in the summer. 

We believe that courses in Manual Training and Domectis 
Arts would be exceedingly valuable at our high school. In these 
days when practically all of our boys and girls who complete 
the elementary school, enter high school, there are sure to be 
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some who will not enter the so-called “professions” and who 
are not interested in a study of languages, higher mathema- 
tics, etc. For these pupils we should have courses in which 
they are interested. We know of no work which can be of 
more value to girls than courses in Dmestic Arts. It is often 
said that such courses teach nothing but sewing and cooking 
and that pupils can learn this at home. Perhaps it is true that 
our girls could learn a great deal about sewing and cooking at 
home but it is also true that several of them do not do it. Do- 
mestic arts courses properly taught give, in addition to practical 
work in sewing and cooking, a great deal of training along 
the ilne of making up a family budget, buying foods and cloth- 
ing, caring for the sick, etc. In Manual training courses our 
boys get practice in handling tools and an insight into the prop- 
er methods of several kinds of work. 

If the above methods could be offered, it is very likely that 
some of our pupils who leave school because they are not in- 
terested in our present courses, would remain in school. To 
introduce these courses would require the services of another 
teacher and quite a bit of equipment.
